Mo rris, 111., March 7 OP)—Erv in 
Wo o d, sto lid 36-y ear-o ld farmer, 
was u nder a death sentence to ­ 
day fo r slay ing his clo sest friend. 
The principal fig u re in a bi­ 
zarre ru ral trag edy and its 
strang e co u rtro o m sequ el, Wo o d 
was co ndemned y esterday to die 
in the electric chair April 14. 
He was pro secu ted by a friend, 
co nv icted and sentenced by an­ 
o ther. 
Wo o d sho t and killed Abner 
Nelso n, 38, wealthy bachelo r 
farmer, in a bu ng led ranso m 
plo t Feb. 19. The slay er said 
Nelso n g asped his fo rg iv eness as 
he lay dy ing in his farmy ard. 
State’s Atto rney S. J. Ho lder- 
man, a friend and lo dg e bro ther 
o f bo th men, termed the slay ing 
premeditated mu rder and de­ 
manded the ex treme penalty . 
“A feeling o f friendship mu st 
be laid aside fo r the co mmo n 
welfare o f the co mmu nity ,” the 
pro secu to r said. 
Wo o d was co nv icted by Circu it 
Ju dg e Frank H. Hay es, sitting 
witho u t a ju ry .

“I lo o ked thro u g h my lawbo o ks

Shasi and Ichang, two im p or­ 
tant Yangtze riv er cities. 
The Jap anese, help ed by bomb­ 
ers, left a bloody trail throu gh 
ru ined v illages of central Hu p eh 
p rov ince. They occu p ied Yok ia- 
k ow, Kiu k ow and Chu ngsiang 
(Anlu ) 
and reached a p oint 
abou t 125 miles west of Hank ow. 
The Chinese said th a t they

Jap anese. 
Heav y rainfall ham p ered the 
op erations. The Jap anese said 
their troop s battled in k nee-deep 
mu d and horses were bogged 
down to their flank s. The Jap ­ 
anese artillery was said to hav e 
fired nu merou s v illages along 
the Han. 
An estim ated 2,000 
Chinese 
bodies were said by Jap anese to 
hav e been fou nd in the mu d a t 
Anlu , 115 airmiles northw est of 
Hank ow.

Jap anese hav e an 30-mile p ath ­ 
way to Ichang v ia the Kingmen-

Every station own er is afraid 
th at if h e p ermits criticism of th e p owers th at 
be to go out over th e eth er from h is station , 
trump ed up ch arges will be used to can cel h is 
licen se. 
All sorts of p olitical h acks an d dron es an d 
p arasites — of v arious sh ades of th e lun atic 
frin ge — sp out th eir un -American diatribes 
ov er every radio station in th e lan d in th e 
mean time, an d n ev er p ay a th in dime for 
p riv ilege. 
An d would McNin ch crack down on

The seeds fro m the 
huge field will, when planted, 
pro duce red, y ello w and mixed 
blo sso ms in six weeks, and be­ 
cause they are mules and can’t 
set seeds, they go o n blo o ming 
all summer and fall until fro st 
kills them . 
Since the birds and bees so 
acco mmo datingly do the po llen- 
izatio n jo b do ne by hand in 
previo us experiments, the pro b­ 
lem o f pro ducing a seed-setting 
blo sso m isn’t so im po rtant. The 
two ty pes o f flo wers o riginally 
cro ssed can co ntinue to pro duce 
the hy brid seed. 
The new flo wers are tem pera­ 
m ental. In co o l w eather they 
pro duce mo re red blo o ms. 
In 
m idsummer heat they tend to ­ 
ward yello w, and mixed. But the 
same 
plant o ften carries all 
shades a t the same time. Then 
even their creato r thinks they 
lo o k rath er unreal.

but to all o ff-sho re sea bo tto m 
—Atlantic, Gulf o f Mexico and 
Pacific. It directed the atto rney 
general to begin suit to establish 
federal o wnership befire the o il 
was all pumped o ut. 
Nye steered the bill thro ugh 
the Senate befo re any bo dy really 
to o k no tice. When it reached the 
ho use, alert Texas and Califo rnia 
members shunted it into the ju­ 
diciary co mmittee headed by as­ 
tute Rep. Sumners o f Texas, and 
gave it the ride o f its life.
